FREE PRESCRIPTIONS ADVER- 
TISED IN PAPERS

In sending out a warning to the pub- 


lic against the deceit that is 
being 


practised by certain unscrupulous pat- 
ent medicine concerns, 
Dr. Alsberg, 


chief of trie bureau-of chemistry, is 
obliged to acknowledge that a scheme 
has been found to beat the pure food 
and drug act. The'trick is to make 
persons believe that they arc getting 
a regular physicians 
proscription for 


nothing, which they can have filled 
at their own' pharmacy, when the fact 
Is that the prescription In effect simply 
calls for the patent medicine. 


Both the persons .getting the pre- 


scriptions and the druggists are im- 
posed upon by this trick, but Dr. Als- 
berg admits that there is no way of 
reaching the perpetrators 
under the 


federal statute. -In a bulletin just is- 
sued, by the Department of Agricul- 
ture the following information is given 
about the way the trick is worked: 


In a number of publications the de- 


partment finds advertisements are ap- 
pearing which state that the man or 
woman whose name is attached was 
saved from death from one of a num- 
ber of serious diseases through some 
wonderful prescription given to him or 


her by a regular pnyslclan of unusuai 
skill, who will not allow his name to 
be used because of medical ethics. The 
advertisement states that the 
writer 


feels it to be a duty to communicate 
this invaluable recipe, to humanity in 
order to' save -them from similar ills 
The offer is then made to supply this 
prescription without charge to anyone 
who will address a postcard to the ad- 
vertiser. People who do not stop to 
wonder who is to pay for the adver- 
.Isement and the return'postage and 
writing of the prescription are caught 
>y this fraud and ask for the prescrip- 
ion. In due course a regular pre- 
cription is returned. This contains a 
number of ordinary ingredients 
and 


.hen under a technical name will call 
'or a large proportion of some patent 
medicine or proprietary drug. The re- 
cipient takes this to a drug store to be 
illed and the druggist finds that he 
las to buy some of this patent prepa- 
ration in order to flit it. He. therefore. 
Vas to order a large package or bottle 
of it and to make a profit must charge 
:he customer a good, stiff price for fill- 
.ng the prescription. 
The customer, of 


course, gets what is in effect simply a 
patent, medicine, which, save that 
il 


)ears a druggist's label and a pre- 
scription number, is the same as a 
patent medicine sold nnder the mak- 
er's own label and in the maker's own 
bottle. 


The government cannot reach these 


people under either the food and drug 
act or the postat laws because 
the 


scheme is so planned as to evade gov- 
ernment 
l.xws. 
The 
deception and. 


misrepresentation appears in adver- 
tisements, circulars, letters, etc.. sep- 
arate from the package and the medi- 
cines are seldom 
sent 
through 
the 


mails. The best the departments can 
do. therefore, is to warn the people to 
>o particularly suspicious of those who 
spend money for advertising 
space, 


postage and letter writing, seemingly 
out of their love for-humanity. 
In 


all of these cases there is 
a. profit- 


making scheme back of the seeming 
philanthropy.

Alsberjj; 


chief of the bureau of chemistry, ls' 
obliged to acknowledge that a scheme 
has been found to beat the pure food 
and drug act. The trick is to make 
(ersons believe that they are getting 
a regular physicians prescription for 
nothing, which they can have filled 
it their own pharmacy, when the fact 
s that the prescription in effect simply 
alls for the patent medicine. 
Both tho persons getting the pre- 
criptions and the druggists are im- 
losed upon by this trick, but Dr. Als- 
>erg admits that there is no way of 
caching the perpetrators under the 
ederal statute. In a bulletin just is- 
ued by the Department of Agricul- 
ure the following information is given 
about the way the trick is worked:

then under a technical, name will call 
for a Jarge proportion of some patent 
medicine or proprietary drug. The re- 
cipient takes this to a drug store to be 
filled and the druggist finds that he 
has to buy some of this patent, prepa- 
ration in order to fill it. He. therefore, 
has to order a large package or bottle 
of it and to make a profit must charge 
the customer a good, stiff price for fill- 
ing the prescription. The customc-r. of 
course, gets what is in effect simply a 
patent medicine, which, save that it 
bears- a druggist's label and a pre- 
scription number, is the same as a 
patent medicine sold under the 7nak- 
er's own label and in the maker's own 
bottle.
